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At the outset, it is noted a preliminary amendment was filed canceling claims 1-9 
and adding claims 10-17. This amendment is improper as a listing of all claims 
(including cancelled claims) is not present. Each of the added claims lack the necessary 
identifier "(new)". The next response must include a proper claim list.

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees.

Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from 
each other because the current claims are identical to those of the patent with the 
exception that now reaction in a melt is required. It is clear from the patent's examples 
that melt reaction was intended to be covered by the claims.
